becauſe Men who begin Diſpuring, ever . 

and end in Contention and Wrangling; I do 
as Mathematicians, and Plate in his Dialogus, pre- 
miſe my Principles, and Reaſon from them. 

But before 1 begin, it will be neceſſary to un- 
derſtand or define what the E2ft-India Trade 1s, 
and what is the bounds and limits of it ? If I be 
not miſinformed, the extent of what this now 
Eaſt-tadia Company have by their Patent, is from 
the. Cape” of Gaed Hope, to the North of China; and 
this we. will take to be fo, till the Houſe of 
Commons, or Kaft-Indisa Company, define the Eaft- 
India Trade, and the Bounds of it : So that if this 
the Eaſi-India Trade and extent of it; and from 
the Cape of Good Hepes, yan take in the Coaſts on 
both fides of rhe Ri and Perrfiax Galph, and 
the Coaſts of the lands between the Cape. of Goog- 
Hope, and the North of China, the extent will be 
more than half the circumference of the Globe of 
the Earth; 2nd if the Trade of the World be a 
better Dominion, than is in the World without ir ; 
the Eaſt-India Company, who have a Parent Exclu- 
five to all others, will have a better Dominion in 
the World than Mebuchadnezzar, 4lexender, Caſar, 


or the French King ; and you need not doubt, but .

But though the Commons voted for an Ezft-Indis 
Company, excluſive to all others, to be eſtabliſhed 
by A& of Parliament ; yet upon ſecond. thoughts 
they would have this a nat Company ; and 
ro this purpoſe voted ſeveral Regulations. 

We live in a mighty Law-maki 
believe the bulk of the Laws made 
his Reſtoration ,' Publick and Private, is near as 
great, as that of all Laws made before; yer ſo many 
more Laws as are made, ſo much leſs Liberty 1s 
left; nor is there any greater ſign of a declining 
State , than multiplying Laws, and not putting 
them in execution ; for this brings Laws and Law- 
makers into contempt: and in all this voluminous 
bulk, which of theſe Laws , except the ACt of Na- 
vigation ; that againſt Importation of 1riſþ Cattle; 
rhe Book of Rates, which taxes the Cuſtoms upon 
Sp,ywiſþ Wines , with whom we have a gainful 
Trade, near double to thoſe of France, with whom 
we.are vaſt Loſers by Trade : the withdrawing half 
the Duties in Exporting Dying Stuffs, to enable 
Foreigners to dye Clothes cheaper than the Engliſh ; 
and the impoſing higher Duties upon the Export of 
Refined Sugars, than upon Unrefined ; thereby to 
intitle Sugar-bakers , and Refiners of Sugars in Fo- 
cegn Parts, to vend- Refined Sugars in other Coun- 
treys cheaper than the Engliſh ; and thoſe of Prohi- 
bitions , and creating Monopolies, and Taxing 
Trades; have been put in Execution ? 

But the Commons: will have the Ezſt-i:d4ia Com- 
pany a Regular one; 'whereas if you conſider how 
difficult it 15, in the: pratice of our Laws, to have 
right where Perſons of equal Power contend ; you 
may as ſoon expe&t to make a Panthar tame, or waſh 
a Negro white , as to have Juſtice againſt ſuch a 
Company, in their being irregular, to the Rules 
preſcribed to them. 

And if the Joynt-Stock of 350000 /. be too little 
to perpetrate the Villany which the now Company 
are guilty of; and the Company to be eſtabliſhed by

the 6th of this Month voted , That an Addreſs be 
made to the King, That he would pleaſe to diſſotve the 
preſent Company, and to Conſtitute another Eaſt-India 
»Company, for the better preſerving the Eaſt-India Trade 
to this Kingdom, im ſuch-manner , as Hus Majeſty in His 
Royal Wiſdom fball +hink fit.

will be left ro the Dutch; The conſtituting a Char- 
ter therefore by the King may create a difference be.

3- It cannot be imagined, but the King as a pri- 
vate Gentleman , and honeſt Man, will be well ad- 
viſed before he does any thing in ſo mighty a Buſi- 
neſs : But by whom ſhall the King be adviſed ? if 
by the E2ſt- India Company, or thoſe who deſign to 
be the $- "Act Co y, it will be their Intereſt 
to have the Nation to be a prey to them both in the 
Export and Import of all Merchandize ; and to a& 
over again the ſame things, or worſe, which the 
former had done ; ſo as the King cannot expe& any 
good Advice from them : and if he take Advice 
from his Courtiers, and thoſe about him, they un-

The Reaſons for the Freedom of the Eng1i|þ | 
Trade to Africk, are the ſame with the Spaniſh and 
Eaſt-India Trade, and only differ in ſome Circum- 
ſtances, and therefore I ſhall only give an Inſtance 
or two in them, 

Before King Charles the Second ereQed this now 
African Company, whereof his Brother, then Duke 
of Tirk, was Preſident; the County of Suffolk vend- 
ed conſiderable Clothes to 4frick ; but upon the 
Eſtabliſhment of this Company, they were not per- 
mitted to trade, unleſs they paid the Company (1 
think) 3o per Cent. but this Charge was ſo intole- 
rable, that the Clothiers could not trade to 4frick 
but by loſs : Hereupon about 14. years ago, the 
Great Inqueſt of the County of Suflk, at an Aflizes, 
preſent this as a Grievance ; and the Judges, at the 
Requeſt of the Great Inqueſt, were petitioned to re- 
preſent this to the King ; which it's believed they 
did, but without any Succeſs : So that the Dutch and 
French who had not theſe Impoſitions, ſupplied 4frick 
with Wollen Manufa&tures to the loſs of ours. 

Beſides, I have heard, and believe, that the 4fr- 
can Company trading excluſive to all other Engi/b, 
vend their Negroes 10 /. and 15 /. an Head more 
than before to our Plantations in Americs ; whereb) 
the making and vending the Commodities of ou 
Plantations , neceſſarily becomes ſo much deare!, 
and thereby endangers the loſs of the Foreign ve" 
of theſe, to the French, Dutch and Portagalls, wiv 
are not liable to ſuch Reſtraints and Impoſitions. | 

So that its hoped and prayed for, That His Maje- 
ccafion of diſfolving tt 
now Eaft- Indis Company , will do the ſame by tt* 
African , and make both Trades as free as that 9 
Spain ; and hereby render his Reign as glorious, ® 
bis Magnanimous Vertues were Illuſtrious by *© 
quiring it. , bo 
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
